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Flea Market Gains Tentative Approval; 
Location of Festival To Be Changed

Council gave tentative ap¬ 
proval to the proposal by the 
Cultural Arts Center to hold 
a Flea Market in the Center 
Mall. The Flea Market would 
begin on a once-a-month basis 
on Saturdays with a restricted 
number of tables (not more 
than 15). 

Konrad Herling, president of 
the Arts Center promised his 
group would work within the 
guidelines council had offered at 
its work session — being partic¬ 
ularly sensitive not to compete 
with established businesses* there 
and not to inconvenience the pub¬ 
lic’s use and enjoyment of the 
Center Herling hopes to encour¬ 
age mostly sales of arts and 
crafts. The Utopia Theater would 
be used in case of rain. A five 
dollar deposit would be required 
for each table, to be returned only 
after a clean-up check, Ann and 
Tony Pisano will be co-chairmen. 

Councilman Gil Weidenfeld 


asked that city staff and its so¬ 
licitor review the details of the 
Flea Market proposal, which had 
been handed to council at Mon¬ 
day’s meeting. Councilman Tom 
White agreed and asked that the 
item return to the council as 
a public hearing, 'This is a signi¬ 
ficant proposal for the use of our 
civic center. It needs the test of 
wide public scrutiny,” he said. 
(The Public Hearing will be held 
as part of the next regular coun¬ 
cil meeting, Monday, May 3.) 

One member of the public was 
not enthusiastic. Evelyn Feller 
suggested giving the arts group a 
permit to try its Flea Market 
only once, “the same as you per¬ 
mit other organizations such as 
the woman’s club ... I can’t see 
tying up the center on Saturdays 
to take in $75.” She also feared 
success would bring on “tremen¬ 
dous parking problems.” She did 
not agree that the flea market 
would bring more business to the 
establishments in the Center. Flea 
market people come because of 


the flea market. ‘They run to it. 
run arounl, and run to another 
flea market, they’re not interested 
in Ben Franklin or bread at the 
Co-op,” she said. 

A1 Herling appeared before 
council to withdraw from consid¬ 
eration his earlier request that 
Southway be renamed in honor of 
Rexford Guy Tugwell, He had 
been surprised by the outpouring 
of “consternation, anguish and 
anger” directed toward the name 
change idea. To residents of 
See COUNCTU page 6, col.

$90,000 Increase Proposed in Police 
Budget, Two More Officers Projected

The City Council work ses¬ 
sion dealing with the proposed 
budget for the Greenbelt po¬ 
lice department for Fiscal 
Year *83 was marked by an al¬ 
most complete agreement by 
all interests represented on the 
needs of the deparment. In 
contrast to the sometimes ac- 
rimonius debates of previous 
years, there was general agree¬ 
ment by Police Chief William 
T. Lane, representing his de¬ 
partment ,and Sgt, James R. 
Craze, representing the local 
Fraternal Order of Police 
lodge, that the budget pro¬ 
posed by City Manager James 
K. Giese would be, if not ideal, 
at least a major step in giving

the police department the 
staffing and equipment it needs 
to combat increased crime in 
Greenbelt. 

In introducing the budget pro¬ 
posal, Giese noted that the police 
department budget represented 
the largest increase in the entire 
budget. A total expenditure of 
$1,017,600 is proposed for the pub¬ 
lic safety budget, which includes 
the police department and small 
amounts for traffic control and 
animal control. This proposal is 
about $90,000 above the FY ’82 
budget. 

In addition to meeting certain 
unavoidable costs, this amount of 
money would permit the hiring of 
two additional police officers, 
bringing the authorized strength 
of the department up to 30 mem¬ 
bers. Since there are now several 
vacancies, the effective strength 
of the department would be de¬ 
cidedly augmented when all va¬ 
cancies are filled and new mem¬ 
bers trained. According to Police 
Chief Lane, if the two additional 
officers are authorized, he would 
increase the investigations branch 
by one man and assign the rest 
to regular patrol duties. 

Police Cadet Program 

In addition to the two new offi¬ 
cers, the proposed budget includes 
funds for starting a new police 
cadet program, to be staffed this 
year by one cadet aAd possibly 
expanded in future years if the 
program is accomplishing its ob¬ 
jectives, The cadet program is 
aimed at recruiting a person un¬ 
der 21 years of age who would 
perform auxiliary duties such as 
park patrol, parking enforcement, 
selected foot patrols, non-criminal 


reports and other paper work. A 
cadet would not be a sworn offi¬ 
cer, could not make arrests and 
would not carry a weapon. A mod¬ 
ified uniform would be worn. 

In response to Mayor Richard 
Castaldi’s questions, Giese ex¬ 
plained that cadets would accom¬ 
plish the required formal police 
training during their cadet years 
and, on successful completion of 
their cadet appointments, would 
be expected to assume full police 
responsibilities more rapidly than 
could normally be accomplished 
with a newly-hired police officer 
without prior experience. 

The program is planned as a 
long-term recruitment effort so 
that cadets who successfully per¬ 
form their duties would be guar¬ 
anteed a job with the department 
when they reach age 21. They

In addition to the general fund, which is the City of Green- 
belt's “budget" for all practical purposes, there are six special- 
purpose funds for which there must be an annual accounting. 
The city manager's recommendations for these several funds 
were submitted to the city council as part of his 1982/83 budget 
document. 


The capital improvements fund 
was set up to handle the receipts 
of the 1969 $950,000 bond issue. As 
of the end of this fiscal year, it is 
anticipated that the fund balance 
will be $47,884. Interest expected 
to be earned in the next fiscal 
year is estimated to be $4,800, 
which would leave a balance at

the end of the year of $52,684. 
The city manager recommends no 
expenditures from the fund. He 
counsels that it be left intact to 
match possible future state open 
space grants which could be used 
by the city for park development. 

As the name makes clear, the 
community development block 
grants fund accounts for the re¬ 
ceipt and disbursement of CDBG 
funds. Through 1982, this program 
had made possible the completion 
of a number of projects, most re¬ 
cently reconstruction of Research 
Road, and of Hillside Road from 
Research to Laurel, as well as 
construction of the Hillside Road 
pedestrian underpass. The man¬ 
ager notes that In 1982/1983, 
$121,000 in CDBG revenues is an¬ 
ticipated. Upon receipt, the mon¬ 
ey would be used to reconstruct 
Ridge Road 1 between Eastway and 
Gardenway, 

The motor equipment mainte¬ 
nance fund was set up to provide 
& means of cost accounting for all 
of the city’s major motor equip¬ 
ment. Receipts are what is charg¬ 
ed by the fund to the several city 
departments for their use of the 
equipment. Both receipts and dis¬ 
bursements are estimated to total 
$179,900 in the next fiscal year.

The replacement fund was es¬ 
tablished to build reserves for the 
replacement of city equipment as 
that becomes necessary. Receipts 
consist of appropriations from the 
general fund, and interest earned 
on funds not required for imme¬ 
diate disbursement. The fund 
makes it possible to smooth out 
what is required from year to year 
for equipment purchases, and also 
provides a reserve when an item 
is stolen or a major unanticipat¬ 
ed repair is needed. The balance 
on hand at the beginning of the 
next fiscal year is expected to be 
$173,368. The city manager is rec¬ 
ommending a transfer of $59,300 
from the general fund. Interest 
earnings are expected to be $20 - 
000, which would mean total re¬ 
ceipts of $79,300, The city man¬ 
ager proposes expenditures of 
$51,400—about half for a stake- 
body truck with a lift tailgate for 
waste collection, and the remain¬ 
der for two mobile police radios 
and. for the public works depart¬ 
ment, an air compressor and a 
4-in-l bucket for a tractor shovel. 
With an infusion from surplus of 
$5,104, the manager forecasts a 
year-end fund balance of $201,268. 

The balance on hand in the 
revenue sharing fund at the be¬ 
ginning of the fiscal year is ex¬ 
pected to be $30,346. Receipt of 
next year’s Federal grant of $73,- 
500 and interest of $2,700 will 
make a total of $76,200. The man¬ 
ager proposes transfer of $40,000 
to the general fund for bond re¬ 
demption; purchasing parks 
equipment - $12,600; making 

building improvements - $14,800; 
purchasing new equipment - $17,- 
500; and underwriting various 
small improvements to make pub¬ 
lic facilities and services more 
easily accessible to the physically 
impaired - $4,000. 

It is estimated that at the be- 
ginhing of the year, there will be 
$45,000 on hand in the unemploy¬ 
ment compensation reserve fund. 
(The city is a self-insurer.) A to¬ 
tal of $5,400 in interest income is 
expected. Expenditures are shown 
as $45,000, but the actual ^nount 
disbursed is expected to be much 
less.

Rehab Issues Dominate GHI Meeting Society

The April 15 meeting of the Board of Directors of Greenbelt 
Homes Inc. was devoted to a number of rehab related actions, 
including the approval of the stubby series hot water tank, ar¬ 
rangements for sale of rehab salvage, and disapproval of a 
member request for an alternative heating system. 


Hot water and heat 

Management requested and re¬ 
ceived approval from the board to 
install the stubby series hot wa¬ 
ter tank in homes where it is 
impossible to install the taller 
tank. Members may also request 
the shorter unit when their home 
is surveyed for heat conversion. 
The stubby hot water tank holds 
48 gallons compared to the 52 
gallon capacity of the tall unit It 
costs $50 more. 

The greater part of the meeting 
was spent discussing the request 
of the Dombrowskis, who would 
like to install an electric hydronic 
boiler instead of baseboard heat 
in their unit In addition to the 
debate over the merits of this 
type of heating system, which 
would utilize the existing radia¬ 
tors, the board wrestled with the 
issues of setting a precedent for 
exceptions to the overall plan, up¬ 
holding the cutoff date for ex¬ 
emption requests, and allowing 
individual members reasonable 
options to the plan. While there 
was general consensus that the 
Dombrowskis' alternative was 
well-thought out and practical, 
their request was eventually de¬ 
feated by a 5 to 4 vote majority. 
The board voted to support the 
approved program of electric 
baseboard heat. 

In casting his vote, board pres¬ 
ident Jim Smith said that suffi¬ 
cient justification for the alterna¬ 
tive system had not been pro¬ 
duced. He saw no benefits to the 
electric hydronic system over the 
baseboard units. Also voting 
against the member's request 
were board members Della Don¬ 
aldson, who admitted the decision 
was a difficult one; and Steve 
Curtis, John Lewis and Joe Jen¬ 
kins. 

Voting to approve the mem¬ 
ber's request for alternate heating 
were board members Margaret 
Hogensen, Don Volk, Frank Ger- 
vasi and Wayne Williams. They 
had argued that the corporation's 
concerns about maintenance of 
the individual system had been 
adequately met and that this ap¬ 
proval amounted to upholding a 
basic principle of the rehabilita¬ 
tion program—a member can in¬ 
stall or have performed rehabili- 
ation work different from the 
overall program as long as it is 
equal to or better than the GHI 
program. There was a good deal 
of support by other members 


Hoc Committee on Voting Pro¬ 
cedures were presented to the 
board. In addition to a number 
of logistical and organizational 
changes to make voting easier 
and more efficient, the committee 
recommended discontinuing vot¬ 
ing for board and Audit Commit¬ 
tee members on the night of the 
annual meeting.

More than 1,400 people crowded 
into High Point 'High School 
Tuesday night, April 20, to protest 
the proposed cut of nearly $37 
million in the 1982^83 school budg¬ 
et The public hearing held by the 
County Council went on into the 
wee hours of the morning. Green- 
belter Jose Morales was one of 
approximately 70 people who ad¬ 
dressed the Council. 

Morales Speech 

My name is Jose Morales. I 
am president of the Springhill 
Lake Elementary School PTA. 

. . . We, the Springhill Lake 
PTA, want to go on record in 
support for full funding of the 
school board budget. 

We want you to know that we 
do not want the educaiton of our 
children to be diminished. Our 
children deserve and must have 
the opportunities for success. Our

would be accustomed to the de¬ 
partment and the city, they would 
be partially trained, and the de¬ 
partment would have had a 
chance to observe their perform¬ 
ance over a period of time and 
could more exactly evaluate their 
capabilities. 

Other increases in the proposed 
budget were explained by Giese, 
as he pointed out that costs of 
employee benefits, principally 
health insurance, had increased 
substantially. Additional increases 
were those caused by continued 
inflation and were not substan¬ 
tially above the previous fiscal 
year. 

FOP Response 

Sgt James R. Craze, represent¬ 
ing the Fraternal Order of Po¬ 
lice, agreed in substance with the 
budget proposal. However, the 
FOP judges the needed additional 
manpower to be three officers in¬ 
stead of two. Craze made the 
point that the patrol area is wide¬ 
spread and the increased com¬ 
mercial areas put some additional 
demands on the police, such as 
money escorts. 

Craze also requested that con¬ 
sideration be given to acquiring 
equipment to record automatical¬ 
ly incoming emergency calls to 
the department. He stated that 
such equipment is urgently need¬ 
ed to help verify calls and infor¬ 
mation and to provide facts which 
might now be lost. Giese stated 
that such equipment is to be giv¬ 
en to the city by Prince George’s 
County when the city joins the 
“911 network,” which it is to do 
next month. Craze agreed to with¬ 


hold the request for such equip¬ 
ment pending arrival of the coun¬ 
ty gear. 

In areas of vehicles and equip¬ 
ment, Craze said that the FOP 
saw no substantial deficiencies. In 
view of the large increases in in¬ 
surance costs which Giese had 
mentioned, Craze stated that the 
FOP would not press for addi¬ 
tional fringe benefits. He did ask 
that consideration be given to 
budgeting for civilian manpower 
to keep the records office open in 
the evening for the convenience 
of the public. 

Several members of the city 
council commented that they 
were pleased to see that the pro¬ 
posals of the various interested 
parties were so dose together, 
and commended the FOP for the 
helpfulness of their presentation.

Herling endorsed Katherine 
Keene’s suggestion of renaming 
the Lake Park for Franklin Del¬ 
ano Roosevelt and said he hoped 
someone would come up with a 
suitable way to honor Tugwell. 

Labor Day Festival 

Because of the close proximity 
to the apartments, the Labor Day 
Festival location must be changed. 
In a letter from the Festival Com¬ 
mittee, president Deana James 
has suggested the upper or west 
parking lot by the Municipal 
Building be used instead. Advan¬ 
tages as seen by the committee 
are: (1) more space, (2) better 
accessability, (3) greater safety 
closer to the police department, 
(4) activities can be tied closer 
to the center with (5) potential 
for increased business. Committee 
vice president Rena Hall, who 
appeared on behalf of James, 
showed council a map detailing 
traffic flow available during non¬ 
festival hours; the access road to 
the Youth Center will not be 
blocked; and rides will be placed 
away from trees. The stage would 
be located on the lawn to the 
side of the swimming pool bath¬ 
house with plenty of grassy area 
for seating. Electricity, for a fee 
of $400 for the weekend, would be 
provided by the carnival operator 
who has his own generator. 

Council accepted the letter and 
asked for staff review. The re¬ 
quest will be considered by coun¬ 
cil at its next regular meeting, 
Monday. May 3. 

Air Quality 

Council approved ten goals for 
improved air quality that 
Greenbelt could recommend to 
OOG as being the measures that 
would have the greatest impact 
on reducing emissions per dollar 


spent. 

The 10 measures are: 1. maxi¬ 
mum construction of METRO by 
1987; 2. commuter rail service; 3. 
provide fixed route minibus ser¬ 
vice; 4. transfer interstate high¬ 
way funds to mass transit; 5. 
provide additional bike lanes, 
storage and locker facilities for 
bicyclists. (Bike lanes exist along 
portions of Greenbelt Road and 
within Greenbelt. A study is un¬ 
derway for a bikeway along Cres¬ 
cent Road from the Center to 
Springhill Lake); 7. provide safe 
sidewalks within one half mile of 
METRO stations; 8. institute a 
regional tax to support transit 
operations; 9. consider effects on 
air quality in making land use de¬ 
cisions; and 10. provide stage 2 
vapor recovery equipment at ser¬ 
vice stations. 

County Budget 

Giese reveiwed proposals in the 
various County budgets that 
could affect the city's budget. A 
30% increase in county land fill 
fees which the city will have to 
pay will force the city to raise the 
fee its customers pay. Here, the 
impact will be slightly lessened by 
a rebate to the city which does 
not buy the full package of coun¬ 
ty refuse services. While making 
note of the sharp fee increase, 
Giese did indicate satisfaction that 
some of the extra funds will go 
into capital improvements to ex¬ 
tend the life of the landfill. He 
fears fees will be a lot higher with 
a new” landfill. Giese’s operation 
of refuse at $112 per home per 
year is less than the county’s pro¬ 
jected cost of $129 for a lesser 
service. A share for the State 
police aid funds to the county 
must now be passed on to munici¬ 
palities such as Greenbelt that 
have their own police depart¬ 
ments. Area counties have tradi-

tionally paid one-half the dues for 
municipalities for their member¬ 
ship in the Council of Govern¬ 
ments, This year’s county budget 
omits those monies. The city 
is sending a letter objecting 
the failure of the county to pay 
its share as established many 
years ago in the formation of 
COG. 

The Park and Planning Budget 
provides for increased planning 
funds and continued funding for 
the preparations of the Greenbelt- 
College Park Master Plan. Rec¬ 
reation funding has been cut from 
three to two for staff members, 
for the North End summer play¬ 
ground. Contributions to cultural 
groups have been totally eliminat¬ 
ed, Giese wrote in his agenda 
memorandum to council. Funding 
for the Greenbelt Concert Band 
by Park and Planning was dis¬ 
continued several years ago. 
White suggested sending to the 
county a representative sample of 
the appreciative letters received 
by the city for the concert band 
many from county institutions. 
“The Greenbelt Concert Band 
provides a lot of enjoyment for 
a lot of audiences. They are rep¬ 
resentative of the kinds of things 
that are done with very little 
funding and volunteerism at its 
best’’ White emphasized. “The 
county executive’s knocking out 
cultural endeavors is shortsight¬ 
ed.
